THE HORRIBLE 8TORV FROM GEOR- 
GIA PROVE8 TO BE TRUE. 



Hot Having Meat, Mia Cook Killed a Fmir- 
T.ar-Olrt Olrl, Made.*. Stow and Fed a 
Party of Pienlekers— Trm Perpetrator of 
t he Crime Burned at the Stake. 

Sava^ah, Ua., July M.-In Tattenall 
county, last week, a negro uanwd Samuel 
Frio* left hU dauirtiter, aged four yean, with 
a peare*" named Mary Hallenbeck, to be 
cared for during hia absence at his employ • 
rnentata turpeuUaestUl In a neighboring 
county. Yesterday Frick returned, and 
upon demanding hi* child was met with no 
many evasive and contradictory replies a* to 
arouse his suspicions that something was 
wrong. A search of the premises resulted in 
finding one-half of the child's body hidden 
in a barrel, which had originally contained 
salt pork. The pickle had not sufficed to pre- 



tracted to the barrel by the unnatural stench 
arising from it, Other negroes in the neigh- 
borhood now joined in the search, and when 
the discovery was made there were fifteen or 
twenty Macks about the premises. The en- 
raged father was on the point of braining the 
woman with an ax, when she fell on her 
knees and said she would confess everything 
if he would spare her life. It was decided 
to hear her story, but as the sequel proved 
she would have fared better had she main- 
tained silonoe. 

Two days af tor the child was placed in her 
care a negro picnic was given in the vicinity, 
and she was called in to prepare the dinner. 
Having no meat, and knowing that she 
would get no money unless she served some, 
she determined to kill the child and cook Its 
flesh, Being somewhat under the influence 
of liquor, the flendishness of the idea had no 
horrors for her, and she deliberately brained 
the child with an az, dismembered and boiled 
the limbs down into a stew with a hetrogen- 
eous collection of vegetables. When it was 
served tlu> negroes remarked upon the pecu- 
liarity of its flavor, but nevertheless ate 
heartily. Several of the negroes now allege 
that they were nauseated by the mess, but 
none of theiu were made seriously ill. 

At the conclusion of tho revolting recital 
the fury of the hearers was ungovernable. 
It was quickly decided to burn her alive at 
the stako. She woe taken into a field and 
chained to a post fixed in the Rround, iu the 
midst of a pile of inflammable pine saturated 
with kerosene. When the match was applied 
the flames leaped high into the air. und the 
wretch was i'oori enveloped in the flames. In 
fifteen minutes she fell among tlie blazing 
knots, and was burned to a crisp, nothing re- 
maining after the fire died out but a few 
charred bones and a ring which she had on 
one of her lingers. No attempt has been 
made to arrest those implicated in the affair, 
but an investigation by the coroner and sher- 
iff of Tattenall county will be begun to-mor-
